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THE LITTLE LEAGUE MOTHERS 


Wilmington Little League is undoubtedly 
going to have the best year ever, in 1959. The 
men and the ladies who have been supporting the 
boys have been working hard. We have a nice 
ball field, which was completed last year. A 
lot of the "digging" has been done. 

There are. about 300 boys this year, in the 
Wilmington Little League, - and that's a lot of 
two legged energy, anyone will agree. Wilming- 
ton should have two Little Leagues - such as is 
in Woburn and Winchester, to name two places. 

About 30 men and 10 ladies do the work in- 
volved. They deserve a lot of credit. 

For the men, perhaps, it is more fun than 
for the ladies. Working with the Little Leaguer 
boys provides a certain escape from cares and 
worries. 

But the Little League can use a few more men 
- just in case anyone wants to volunteer. 

It is the ladies of the Auxiliary who de- 
serve a lot more credit, numerically speaking. 
About 10 ladies carried out the work of the 
auxiliary last year - and there was more to it 
than serving in the refreshment stand. These 
ladies, by their united efforts raised $500 to 
help support the Little League activities — and 
$500 is still a lot of money. 

Those ten ladies should have more help from 
some of the other Little League mothers. We 
realize that the lot of being a mother of grow- 
ing children isn't always easy, with faces to 
be wiped, and bruises of younger children to 
care for. 

But surely there are a few more ladies who 
can help to shoulder and distribute the load. 

THE CHANGE IN MAILS 

Quietly, and without fanfare, there has been 
a major change in the handling of mails, by the 
Postoffice Department. 

No longer does the B& carry the mail to 
Wilmington, and the other towns and cities of 
Middlesex County. We don't know how my years 
Wilmington was so serviced by the railraad, but 
it is-a.thing of the past. 

Instead all mail is coming to this town, and 
leaving this town by truck. 

Once upon a time, not so many years ago, to 
send a letter from Wilmington to North Wilming- 
ton, it had to first go to Boston, and then out 
again. So did any letter for any adjoining 
town. 

But all this is changed. North Wilmington 
and Wilmington now exchange directly, Mail to 
Reading, or Billerica, or Woburn, or other 
nearby places now goes to. Woburn, and then to 
its destination. 

The Post Office Department has increased its 
facilities in that town - decentralized, so as 
to speak. 

It now promises much faster delivery of lo- 
cal mail - i.e. to neighboring communities. The 
first week, perhaps, was not too fast, but it 
is to be expected that a few kinks had to be 
ironed out. 

We can expect a vastly improved service, in 
the near future.

Town Manager Calabrese re- 
viewed the entire problem, as 
it affects Wilmington, and 
commended the Senator and the 
two Representatives for the 
work ,hey had done.

Calabrese explained that the 
rulings in court, on the Wil- 
mington gravel cases subtended 


overruled by the Superior 

Court, but that such an event 
might take several years, dur- 
ing which the damage was being 
done. 

This Master had held that a 
non-conforming use exists on 
gravel pits, and that they do 
not fall under the Zoning By- 
Laws.

‘Up to now, ‘agerty stated, 
‘the situation wasn t too bad, 
but it is getting worse, and 
can be really serious.’ He ci- 
ted a gravel pit in South Wil- 
mington, ‘a mess’ as to what 
can happen. 

‘Wilmington’s plans for sew- 
erage can be gravely effected 
by gravel operations’ Hagerty 
told the audience. Ty destroy 
ing the present grades we can 
very well be forced to spend 
millions for additional pump- 
ing stations’. 

Selectman Don Kidder, who had 
arrived late, made no comment 
other than to remark that he 
didn’t know what had been said 
but would be happy to answer 
questions.
